2.  There  shall  be  raised,  levieel  anil  eollecteel  in 
each  year  upon  all  real  and  personal  property  men- 
tioneel  in  the  assessment  roll,  for  the  time  being  in 
fierce  in  the  saiil  Municipality,  an  equal  rate  of  one 
per  c>  nt.  on  the  assessed  value  of  improved  lands 
thereof,  as  appears  by  the  saiil  roll. 

3.  The  aforesaiel  taxes  shall  he  due  and  payable  by 
the  person  or  persons  liable  for  the  same  to  the  Col- 
lector of  the  Municipal  Council,  at  liis  offie  e,  sul  ject 
to  the  Act  of  1881,  on  the  30tli  day  of  June  in  each 
year. 

4.  Every  p rson  using  any  of  the  trades,  occupa- 
tions, professions  or  businesses  in  Schedule  A (here- 
unto annexed)  particularly  described,  shall  lake  out  a 
periodical  licence  for  such  period  as  in  the  said 
Schedule  A is  set  out.  paying  therefor;  such  periodical 
sums  shall  respective  ly  be  paid  in  advance  to  and  for 
the  us  - of  the  said  Municipality  of  Maple  Ridge  and 
their  successors. 

5.  No  person  shall  use,  practice,  carry  on,  or  exer- 
cise any  trade,  occupation,  profession  or  business,  in 
the  saiil  Schedule  A ilesenbeil  or  named,  without 
having  taken  out,  and  had  granted  to  him,  her  or 
them  a lie  nee  in  that  behalf,  under  a penalty  not 
exceeding  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  for 
each  such  offence,  together  with  the  amount  which  be 
should  have  paid  for  such  licence,  which  said  amount 
and  penalty  shall  he  for  the  purpose  of  recovery  he 
belli  to  he  one  penalty.  The  licences  to  be  granted  as 
aforesaid,  and  the  same  are  in  the  form  in  Schedule  B 
to  this  By-Law,  arid  the  same  are  to  be  granted  so  as 
to  terminate  on  the  30th  day  of  June  and  the  31st 
day  of  December. 

6.  Every  person  selling  goods,  merchandise  or  mer- 
chantable conimoelities  by  public  auction  shall,  on  or 
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before  the  10th  day  of  each  month,  make  a return  to 
the  Collector  of  tl.e  Municipality  of  Maple  Ridg  • ot 
the  amount  of  money,  or  < quiv.ilent  of  mou  y,  re- 
ceived by  him  during  the  past  month,  ending  on  tile 
l ist  day  of  tv  ry  month,  in  respe  t of  goods,  mer- 
chandise, or  merchantable  commodities  s >ld  by  him 
by  auction,  and  such  return  shall  l>e  in  form  marked 
I)  in  the  Schedule  to  this  By-Law,  aiul  every  person 
selling  by  auction  as  aforesaid  shall  pay  to  the  Muni- 
cipal.ty  of  Maple  Ridge,  in  addition  to  any  licence  as 
specified  in  Schedul  ■ A,  an  amount  equivalent  to  one 
and  one-half  per  cent,  up m th  - amount  so  ree.ived  as 
aforesaid,  and  if  any  person  selling  by  auction  as 
afor  said  shall  negl  ct’to  in  ike  such  returns  as  afore- 
said, he  shall  be  liable  to  a penalty  not  exceeding  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100),  and  if  any  person 
selling  by  auction  as  aforesa  d shall  make  any  false  or 
fraudulent  return  of  any  matter  contained  in  any  such 
return  as  aforesaid  such  person  shall,  upon  a summary 
conviction  thereof,  be  liable  to  a line  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  dollars  ($100),  or  to  imprisonment  for 
any  term  not  t xc.  eding  one  year. 

7.  Whenever  any  pecuniary  penalty  is  imposed  for 
any  offence  the  same  may,  unless  otherwise  provided, 
be  recovered  by  way  of  summary  proceedings  before 
any  single  Justice  of  the  I’eace  having  jurisdiction 
within  the  Municipality  of  Maj  le  Ridge,  and  every 
such  penalty,  with  the  costs  of  couvic.ion,  be  1 vied 
by  distress  and  sale  of  the  goods  and  chattels  of  the. 
off  tidt-r,  and  in  case  such  goods  and  chattels  of  the 
offend  r shall  prove  insullici  nt  to  satisfy  such  penal  y 
and  costs,  then  By  iuiprisonm  nt  of  such  person  so 
offending  for  any  term  net  exceeding  six  (ti)  calendar 
months. 

8.  In  the  construciion  of  this  By-Law  in  describing 
or  referring  to  any  ] erson  or  party,  matter  or  thing, 
any  word  importing  the  masculine  gender  or  singular 
number  shall  be  understood  to  include,  and  shall  lie 
apj  lieable  to  several  persons  and  parties  as  well  as 
one  person  or  party,  an  I f. males  as  w 11  as  males,  and 
bod.es  corporate  as  well  as  individuals,  and  several 
matters  or  things  as  well  ns  one  matter  or  thing,  un- 
lesj  it  be  otherwise  provided,  cr  there  be  something 
in  the  subject  or  context  repugnant  to  such  construc- 
tion. 

9.  For  the  purposes  of  this  By-Law  the  term 
“wholesale  trader”  shall  be  held  to  mean  every  pro- 
prietor of  an  express  otlice,  gas  company,  every  in- 
vestment and  loan  society,  coal  merchant,  lumber 
dealer,  fur  trader,  foundry,  warehouseman  and  every 
person  who  sell  ; article s in  bulk  or  unbroken  packages. 

10.  For  the  purpose  of  this  By-Law  a retail  trader 
shall  lie  held  to  mean  every  ] erson  carrying  on  any 
business  or  calling,  not  otherwise  specially  mentioned, 
within  the  Municipality. 

This  By-Law  may  be  cited  as  the  “Municipality  of 
Maple  Ridge  ltcv.  nue  By-Law,  1888.”
